I Have reports from ninety-five (9->) 
counties, embracing t lie principal ag- 
ricultural sections -of Ihe8fate, giving 
crop conditions to tiie 1st hist. On the 
first, second anti third days of I Ire pres- 
ent month, we had general rains over 
tiie State, which will materially pro- 
mote the growth of late tobacco, late 
corn, pastures and garden products 
Tiie following ia submitted as to con- 
dition and acreage of crops: 
tobacco. 

Tltis important crop is uneven in its 
grow tli, and while we may expect 
some fine tobacco from both tiie Bur 
ley and Dark districts, (lie season has 
been unfavorable to its growth. It was 
set in reasonably good lime ; but, iu its 
early stages, tiie almost continual raiu- 
tail for nearly aevenly daya prevented 
its pro|ier cultivation. Much of tire 
crop was fliMsled and a good deal of it 
destroyed. A considerable portion was ! 
abandoned in low, wet soils by reason 
of weeds and grass, and the lands used 
for other crops. Worms have been ' 
very iiad in most of tire Stale, and llie 
crop is materially damaged from this 
cause. The prices prevailing for dark ! 
tobacco were so unsatisfactory that, in 
lire southern and western sections of 
tire State, farmers were indifferent anil 
careless Iu Iheir preparations for this 
crop. In the Burley section, there was 
a very general effort to curtail produc- 
tion. There was also a scarcity of 
plants in many counties. All these 
causes have conspired to reduce I lie 
acreage of lire present year to 61 j per 
ceut of that of 188S. Tiie season being

When to Feed Live-Stock. 

How often should animals be fed? 
This is a matter of importance, as 
feeding involves considerable labor. 
As a rule; feeding quickly forms a 
habit, ami animals will become accus- 
tomed to whatever manner may 
be adopted %o long as the digestive 
functions are not disturbed. Tw* 
meals daily, at intervals of tweiv* 
hours, arc quite sufficient, and are 
probably better for the animal, giving 
the digestive organs full time for the 
performance of their functions, than 
three, at intervals of six hours in the 
day and twelve hours in the night.

He said 
he had done it for years and had not 
had a fire yet It is possible 
that a man might smoke in a 
powder mill for years without causing 
an explosion, but he would be a very 
reckless man who should attempt IL 
It needs but a spark among hay or 
straw to burn down a barn with tho 
probable loss of oil there is in it. 
Never do any thing which is likely to 
cause a fire. If a fire in thc barn does 
occur, there is one thing that Is well 
to remember. Horses are frightened 
"out of their wits” by fir& You can 
not lead a horse from a burning born 
in the ordinary way. The best way is 
to blindfold the animal. This may be 
done by throwing a coat or blanket 
over the head. — Western Rural. 

Experiments with Potatoes. 

The following conclusions may bo 
made from the New York station’s 
well-conceived series of potato experi- 
ments: 

1. Little or nothing was gained by 
using cut potatoes for seed, over whole 
tubers ot the same weight. 

2. Seed tubers badly sprouted yielded 
about eight and a half per cent less 
than unsprouted ones. 

3. The earliness of the crop was not 
influenced by exposing the tubers to 
light and warmth before planting. 

4. The yield was materially reduced 
by removing the seed end of the plant- 
ed tubers. 

5. Fertilizer placed below the seed 
may be slightly preferable to fertilizer 
placed above it The fact was not clear- 
ly established. —Rural New Yorker.

But the small cucumbers grjw into big 
ones and his whole body was com- 
pletely covered with them from head 
to foot aud tho commenced to ripen 
and turn yellow and hang down, and 
the man assumed tho appearance of n 
huge bunch of bananas.

His sap was 
all gone and he died. Tho doctors pro- 
cured the consent of the family to per- 
met an autopsy to be made, for tho 
benefit of science, and they cut into 
him with their knivo9, and to their 
smaacmcnt found no flesh, no bones, 
no muscles, no sinews, no veins, no 
arteries; but found only one solid mass 
of cucumber seeds. It was so remark- 
able that it would bo useless to have 
the remains interred aDd foolish to 
have them cremated, and the widow 
concluded that she would keep them in 
the house. She had tho corpse hung 
up by the hair in the barn. The next 
spring some of the children picked up 
some of tlie seed which had dropped 
on the floor and planted them. 

They grew rapidly and matured, and 
instead of being like tho parent stock 
of cucumbers, they were pure pickles 
and needed no vinegar, no jicpper. no 
salt, nothing but simply packing into 
ban-els and shipping to market and 
selling.

Tho process is very simple, scarce any 
apparatus being required beyond an 
ordinary two-cel! battery with vibrator 
attachment This attachment is a 
thin strip of metal fastenod at tho 
ends, which is made to vibrate a thou- 
sand or more times a second by tho 
electric current At each vibration 
the circuit is cut off and renewed 
again, the effect being to give a per- 
fectly steady flow of the mysterious 
fluid. 

In order to make sure that the flow 
is quite satisfactory, the operator tunes 
the machine — assisted by a little reed 
tuning pipe— until the strip of metal 
sings. “A.” Now. to the battery are 
nttachod three wires. Two of them 
havo handles at ends, and the third is 
hitched to a forceps. The patient ia 
tho chair is given a handle to hold in 
each hand, and the current is turned 
on gradually until it becomes pctnfuL 
Then he is told to grasp tho handle as 
strong as possible, the electricity — 
having been switched off for a moment 
— is turned on again suddenly., and tho 
dental surgeon applies his forceps sim- 



aud thorough cultivation, givou at the 
proper time. Tho growth and yield j 
of tho crops arc largely dependent i 
upon these throe items, and a failure 
of either one will affect tho yield to a 
greater or less extent. With tho rich 
soil the elements of plant growth aro 
furnished, the preparation pliuos lt in 
a good condition to be taken up and 
used by the growing plants, an 3 in ad- 
dition aids materially to secure a bet- 
ter germination. For good seed plant- 
ed in well-prepared soil not only 
germinate in a shorter time, but there 
will be loss of tho seed that will fall 
to grow, so that with theso conditions 
provided not only will a hotter germi- 
nation be secured but thriftier and 
more vigorous plants will be started 
up. 

With these secured tho next im- 
portant item is thorough cultivation, 
given in good season. With vigor- 
ous, thrifty plants at the start, a good 
growth can be readily kopt up if good 
cultivation is given, lt must bo given 
in good season, as the best 
growth can be obtained only by 
keeping clean and in a good tilth. 
If five or six workings are necessary 
to give a good crop, as far as possible 
the first three at least should be given 
ia the first four weeks after the plants 
appear above the ground. 

If a good growth is secured from tho 
start and the crop is planted in good 
6coson. so that a good growth is made, 
the plants will withstand a drought, 
with more or less damage that when 
this has not been dono, and it is possi- 
ble, by securing this growth, to keep 
it up by good cultivation, so that a fair 
yield may bo obtained, even in an un- 
favorable season. But neglect of either 
ono of the essentia’s will be certain to 
affect tho growth and yield. 

The quality of tho seed and the man- 
ner of planting largely determines tho 
stand, while the fertility of the soil 
and tho cultivation largely determines 
tho growth and yield of tho plants that 
have started up. The best yield can 
j only bo realized by getting a good even 
i stand of healthy, vigorous plants and 
then keeping up a good growth until 
the crop is made by thorough cultiva- 
tion. Tho more thoroughly these con- 
ditions are supplied the better the 
! yield and the profit. — SL Louis Re- 
| public.
